It need not be surprising to learn that Dr. 
Hu Shih, Chinese ambassador to the United 
States, is a port. In his country educated 
mon have studied and written poetry for 
thousands of years. 
It is more like our 
poetry too, than might be expected, though 
usually more delicate and subtle.

one of Dr. Hu Shih’s ftoems turned by him 
into English: 


’'This us a liny cloud against the thin clouds. 
Again the brilliant moonlight after the clouds. 
Hut no more the travel companion of last year, 
And no more the youthful feelings of that time. 
Not willing to he reminded of love lost. 
I dared not go outdoors to look at the moon. 
But the mincheviou* moon came in by the oj>cn

A rthur Walry, an American scholar and 
lover of oriental literature, recently pub­ 
lished a volume of “Translations from the 
Chinese” in which he explains that Chinese 
verse uses meter and rhyme much as we do, 
and changes rather easily into English blank 
verse. Here is a little intern w ritten by a 
college student in the year 800 A.D. 


"For ten vcars I never left my liookv. 
I w ent up and won unmerited praise. 
My high place I do not much prize. 
The joy of my parents will first make me proud. 
Fellow-students, mn or seven men, 
See me off as I leave the city gate. 
My covered couch is ready to drive away*, 
Flutes and strings blend their parting tune 
Hopes achieved dull the pains of parting;

COAL VIRTUE 
This is a funny world. Its w icked to hoard 
sugar and rubber. Not much good, either. 
Mice and flies get at the sugar and the rub­ 
ber goes flabby all by itself. But ifs posi­ 
tively pious to buy coal now. All you can 
store. 
The big heating season is about over. 
There is a surplus of coal in many coal yards. 
The need for coal for industrial use is less 
at this moment than it lias l»een or will be 
again during the war, ttecause the comer- j 
sion to war purposes has shut m any plants 
for the time tieing. If the home will buy its 
next winter’s coal now, while this condition 
obtains, and while there are still enough de­ 
livery men and trucks available, it will help 
greatly. 
'The home will tie t let ter off, tiecause it will 
la* protected against next winter’s cold. The 
storage yards can tie emptied to make way 
for more coal from the mines. The mines 
can go on working without any spring or 
summer lag. and in the fall both homes and 
industries will tie set for the season. 
W hether needed for the big and hungry 
furnace of the north, or for the stove and 
fireplace of those pleasant climes w hich need 
only to take the chill off cool mornings and 
evenings, the coal reserve is good to have. 
For people vaguely looking around for ways 
to help, this is a good way. Buy coal now. 


ONE-WHEELED TRANSPORT 
W ar-time transportation can be simplified 
even beyond the bicycle stage, as is shown 
by the picture of Gilbert Roney, an aircraft 
w orker in Santa Monica, Calif., rolling cheer­ 
fully to work on his “unicycle.” T hat is just 
a front wheel with jicdals, on which the rider 
stands erect, his knees working like pistons, 
looking nonchalantly at the scenery as he 
rolls along, with a dinner pail in one hand 
and nothing in the other. 
Maybe this is the vehicle of the future. It 
certainly suggests an economy suited to the 
times. No lubrication is needed, except an 
occasional drop of oil for the pedals. The 
operation of such a craft is quite an aero- I 
ba tic feat, and might bo rather hard on legs 
and ankles, hut a lot of us could probably 
manage it in time. W hether it is subject to 
registration and taxation is probably a ques­ 
tion that need not be gone into vet.

MODERN WAR TERRORS

selves in reminiscences of the war. “Ger­ 
mans, French, British and Americans, all 
werr scared of them ,” said one veteran, “and 
don’t let anybody tell you different.” Both 
are probably just as terrifying for today’s 
soldiers. 
The most frightening new invention prob­ 
ably is that of the dive-bomber, which to us 
back-seat drivers who never have experi­ 
enced it seems fteculiarly devilish. All the 
more credit, therefore, to our soldiers who 
have to face such terrors, and still carry on. 
There is no braver person than the man who 
does his duty even when scared to death.

As a youngster in the lower grades In school I 
can remember certain students in the class who al­ 
w ays seemed to have a head cold with running nose. 
T he discharge w as not watery hut thick mucous and 
som etim es what I now know must have been 'yel­ 
low* pus. 
N o effort w as made In those days to send the 
child home or to separate him from the rest of us. 
because a cold w as considered a harmless condition 
as far as the child and others were concerned 
Today we know- that these youngsters who 'al­ 
ways' have a cold, have. In most cases, an infection 
in one or more of the sinuses and the condition is 
really sinusitis. 
When a youngster has an acute cold It is often 
just in the nose and throat itself with little or no 
disturbance of any sinus 
There is usually some 
w atery or mucous discharge from the nose anil 
throat and some cough present. 
However, “coughs lasting more than two weeks 
are due to sinus infection unless proved otherwise ". 
The acute cold usually lasts about a w eek —two 
days onset, two days acute symptoms, and about 
tw o days clearing up. 
The child or adult with an 
acute cold does not "suffer* much but must he 
careful as to rest. diet. and exposure to rold and 
draughts, so that a simple cold will not develop into 
pneumonia or bronchopneumonia. 
Sinusitis, on the other hand, gets the patient 
down. physically and mentally. There is weakness, 
persistent cough, lack of appetite w ith loss of 
w eight. 
How can it be known if there is a chronic sinus 
condition present? 
In the New York State .Journal of Medicine, I>r. 
G. M C’oates states that tile usual symptoms are 
frequent nose colds, w ith discharge of mucous inUv 
the hack o' the throat. The lining membranes of 
the nose are inflamed and X-rays show a thickening 
of the lining of the sinuses 
Often a bronchitis that resists the usual forms 
of treatment is due to a sinusitis and promptly dis­ 
appears when the sinus condition is cured 
The fact that sinus infection is responsible for 
persiscnt rough and head colds should be remem- 
t bored.

civilian goods of all kinds were now 
being devoted to powder output. 
Toluol, basic ingredient in trini­ 
trotoluol, the famed TNT, is being 
made synthetically from a petrole­ 
um base in two large plants erected 
specifically for the defense 
pro- | 
gram, and chemical experts said 
that It had been expected originally 
that these plants, together with oth­ 
ers under construction, would sup- 
p'y all the toluol needed 
Recently, 
however, 
largely 
be­ 
cam e of leasc-lend shipments to • 
anti-Ax:s powers, the United States 
government has called upon the 
natural toluol industry to turn over 
70 per cent of i*s production for ex­ 
plosives. 
Toluol is a by-product of 
coal, and is deri\ed from the coke- 
oven process of steelmaking 
A large part cf recent purchases 
have gone to Russia for processing 
iii explosive plants. 
Russia also has taken large quan­ 
tities of picric acid for production 
cf explosives. This material, which 
we used in large amounts in World 
W ar I for explosives production, 
was diverted to other uses during 
the peace inter\al, and its use here 
for explosives was not resumed be­ 
cause we have turned to use of 
smokeless powder. Principal use of 
picric acid here has been in produc­ 
tion of plastics.

A cen­ 
tral observatory at Bandoeng is 
headquarters for the island’s volcano 
warnings. 
On a number of volca­ 
noes, including Sn.eroe Itself, ob­ 
servatories are maintained. 
From 
the 2,090 foot high observatory on 
Smeroe, telephonic lines can flash 
warnings to villages on tile slopes 
of the great volcano, if mud streams 
or a:,h eruption* become menacing. 
In an island as densely inhabited 
as Java, tile people grow accus­ 
tomed to fleeing if need be.

‘Cure’ for Tree* 
Where the "stand,” as foresters 
say, is worth saving, as with valu­ 
able timber, groves, parks or good 
woodlots, tnc infested trees must be 
cut out and removed, bugs and all. 
or the bark must be peeled off and 
burned, or at least thoroughly heat­ 
ed and charred. When weather con­ 
ditions are right, the "cure” may 
be effected, on occasion, by peeling 
off the bark and exposing it to the 
hot sunlight. 
Government scientists have now 
developed and are successfully us­ 
ing a new spray—Lie first capable 
of penetrating the thick bark of the 
giants of the forest—to combat the 
bark beetles in felled trees. The base 
is the chemical "orthodichloroben- 
zine.” Use of the spray greatly re­ 
duces the fire hazard inherent in the 
burning "cures” and can safely be 
used in hot dry spells when the bugs 
are busiest and fire danger rules out 
the burring technique.

which went into effect Christmas 
day. all boats leaving Atlantic coast 
ports must carry a flag that readily 
identifies them to the coast guard, 
the object being to prevent espio­ 
nage. 
Also each fisherman must 
have a perm it bearing his photo- j 
graph and fingerprints — and only 
United States citizens can get those 
permits. 
Also the skipper of each 
boat is held responsible not only for 
his crew, but also for his passen­ 
gers. Many of New York’s most ar­ 
dent fishermen are aliens. 
Then 
there are those who are citizens, and 
while they do not mind snow, ice 
and biting winds, they think it bet­ 
ter to stay ashore in wartime. As 
a result, fishing boat skippers are 
not happy.

Sheepshead bay is the headquar­ 
ter* of New’ Yorkers who like to fish 
in salt water in winter as well as 
in summer. Week-ends are the busy 
times, and ordinarily, 50 boats go out 
to sea.

The Sheepshead bay fishing 
fleet consists of craft of all kinds 
ranging from boats built especially 
for Ashing parties on up—or down— 
to old steam yachts that once were 
the toys of the wealthy.
